MICA IK NEVADA. 


•''Although the fact was not referred 
to in the last report of oar State Min- 
eralogist, it has been known for more 
than a year that what seems to be a 
vainabfe deposit of mica in to be 
found in Ruby Valley. We have 
seen specimens of the product of the 
deposit, taken from a depth of eight 
or ten feet from the surface, the 
flakes of which were three or four 
inches square, and as clear and Jree 
from blemish as the average of the 
isinglass of commerce. Late devel- 
opments indicate that the deposit is 
large and valuable. Haynes and Oa- 
treichet. the locators of the mine, 
recently returned from a visit to 
Ruby Valley. 


Mica is a silicate, which crystal- 


izfs iu right 
rbpml'oiilal prisms 


which naturally separate in flakes 
parallel with the ba.-.e of the crystal. 
These fhke or sheets may be sub- 
divided until it would require thou 
sands of them to make thirkness of 
an inch. Bodies from which sueh 
sheets may be taken are uonietimes 
found four or five feet square, with- 
out a crack or blemish. Mica is oi 
various colors—white, green, rod and 
black. The most valuable, of course, 
is the silver-whitn mica, which is 
confined to grauitic and other igneous 
rocks.

the mountains, about 11 miles from 
Beno. 
This enterprising firm have 


purchased a very large tract of land, 
the timber seemingly interminable 
nnd inexhaustable, and which con- 
tains the best and greatest varieties. 
The rapidly growing wealth of the 
bonanza has given an immense im- j 
pulse to the lumber trade in and 
Around Beno. Here they have erec- 
ted two large saw mills, capable of 
manufacturing 10,000 feet of lumber j 
per day and 20,000 by night. The I 
lower mill is run 12 hours in the day 
time and only cnts 10,000 feet. 
The 


machinery used will give some idea 
of its adaptation for extensive work, 
namely: One double circular saw, 
one edger, two boilers and one en- 
gine. 
Blacksmith and carpenter 


shops are connected with the mill. 
About 200 men are constantly em- 
ployed. 
The conveniences for the 


comfort of the workmen are worthy 
of nil praise. 
To a superficial ob- 


server the mills look small; but close 
observation shows that it does much 
work, and does it well. 
There are 


erected two ?arg«- reservoirs on the 
summit, one being 300 feet long with 
15 foot head., the other 1200 feet long 
with 6 foot head. 
The flume when 


completed *ill be twenty miles in 
length, ami it is for the early com- 
pletion of this, that the mill is run 
day and night. 
The 800-foot dump 


will be at Hiiffaker's Station, the 
most accessible point on the railroad. 
We must not forget to mention that 
,Tno. B. Knoi is the Superintendent 
of the mills; a gentleman who is a 
thorough mill man, comprehending 
the business in detail, and being held 
in high regard by his men.
